TRADERS in Northampton have joined 
forces to make the town centre a winter 
wonderland for shoppers this Christmas. 

The largest Christmas tree ever to be put on dis¬ 
play in the town - measuring 60ft tall - will be put 
up on the Market Square this month as the centre¬ 
piece of the decorarations. 

The giant tree is due to be installed and lit up on 
Saturday, November 26, and it will be joined by an¬ 
other five more trees, all at least 30ft tall, which will 
be placed outside All Saints Church, the Guildhall 
and in Abington Street. 

A total of £14,500 of funding from businesses 
in the town - along with financial support from 
Northampton Town Centre Business Improvement 
District (BID) - has also helped pay for another 150 
four-foot-tall Christmas trees, all decorated with 
solar lights, which will be installed outside busi¬ 
ness premises around the town. 

Christmas lights in the town are being put up this 
week and will be turned on from November 22. 

Councillor David Mackintosh {Con, Rectory 
Farm), leader of Northampton Borough Council, 
said: “With hundreds of beautiful trees and Christ¬ 
mas lights, along with reduced rate and free park¬ 
ing, Northampton will be a great place to come to 
shop and spend time this Christmas. Northampton 
has a great deal to offer. 

“We are working together with our partners to 
make sure there is a fantastic atmosphere for visi¬ 
tors and a great trading environment for business¬ 
es.” 

Stephen Chown, chairman of the BID, said “It 
is important to ensure that visitors who come to 
Northampton have a wonderful festive experience 
and want to come back again.”

A VET from Northampton¬ 
shire helped make medical 
history in China, by perform¬ 
ing a pioneering operation 
on one of the country's top 
showjumping horses. 

Surgeon Cedric Chan, based at 
the Towcester Veterinary Equine 
Clinic, flew to Shanghai to carry out 
the joint arthroscopy operation on 
the horse which has since made a 
full recovery 

Mr Chan was supported by head 
nurse Michelle Barber and veteri¬ 
nary surgeon Claire Booth, from the 
centre in Plum Park Farm, Pauler- 
spury, for last month’s trip. 

Ms Booth said: “It was a privilege 
to be involved. It was very exciting 
and it did feel quite ground-break¬ 
ing that we were advancing veteri¬ 
nary surgery in such an enormous 
country” 

She said conditions in Shanghai 
differed greatly to those in Towces¬ 
ter, with the operation taking place 
in a stable among hay bales and 
gymnastics mats. 

Ms Booth said instead of relying 
on specialist machinery to move 


the horse once it was anaesthetised, 
they had to resort to old-fashioned 
manpower instead. 

Mr Chan was asked to conduct 
the surgery by contacts he had in 
China. Ms Booth said: “He wanted 
to take a team has was familiar with 
because we weren’t working in an 
environment we were used to. 

“The operation took place in a sta¬ 
ble and it was very unusual environ¬ 
ment with lots of challenges. It was 
back to basics but a good experience 
to have. 

“It’s a very exciting opportunity 
for the vets centre to be involved.

To combat the thefts of statues 
and brass plaques, the charity is 
currently offering Smart Water 
free of charge to custodians to 
mark their monuments, in a bid 
to help trace any stolen metal 
which may be sold to scrap deal¬ 
ers. 

Mr Kenyon said: “These thefts 
are directly linked to the rise in 
metal value and a complete lack 
of respect for those who sacri¬ 
ficed their lives.

Council set to 
recover £7.3m 
of Iceland cash 


THE amount of money lost by a 
Northamptonshire council in the 
Icelandic banking crisis could have 
been reduced to less than £635,000 
following a landmark court ruling. 

When the banking crisis hit Iceland in 
2008, Daventry District Council had £8 mil¬ 
lion invested in four of the country’s banks. 

It was originally feared the council could 
lose millions, but the authority has so far 
got back £1.9 million and a ruling made by 
the Icelandic Supreme Court on October 28 
means the council should see £7.3 million of 
their original investment returned. 

Councillor Ken Melling (Con, Brampton), 
the authority’s portfolio holder for resourc¬ 
es, welcomed the ruling, which also means 
councils across the country which invested 
money in failed Icelandic banks should get 
their cash back. 

He said: “We’re delighted the Icelandic Su¬ 
preme Court has found in favour of UK local 
authorities. 

“This judgment means local authorities’ 
claims in the test cases have been recognised 
as deposits with priority status over other 


creditors’ claims. 

“This means they will be paid first when it 
comes to getting their money back and will 
recover almost all of the money they had on 
deposit with the failed Icelandic banks.” 

The council had money invested with four 
banks when the financial crisis hit Iceland. 

Following the recent court hearing, it ex¬ 
pects to get back £7,365,500 of the £8 million 
it invested. 

Before the ruling, the council had pre¬ 
dicted the figure could have been £1.5 million 
lower. 

Councillor Melling said working together 
with other councils in the country which 
were affected by the crisis had both saved 
the authority money and helped deliver a 
successful result. 

He said: “The way in which the Local Gov¬ 
ernment Association and our legal advisors 
have co-ordinated the legal action with other 
local authorities has minimised legal costs 
whilst allowing us to advance the strongest 
possible arguments to secure this result. 

“The cost of the litigation to date amounts 
to less than one per cent of the amount we 
expect to recover.”

Kevin Legg, manager of the cen¬ 
tre off Billing Brook Road in Weston 
Favell, said figures show the footfall 
in the venue for October increased 
by 5.4 per cent compared to the same 
month in 2010. 

He said the jump was the high¬ 
est the centre had seen all year, and 
added: “I was pleasantly surprised 
when I found out. 

“We seem to have come out of the 
recession and are prospering. 

“It’s quite positive looking to¬ 
wards Christmas and I hope it con¬ 
tinues.” 

Mr Legg attributed the increase to 
the range of services at the centre, 
its location, free parking and a vari¬ 
ety of community entertainment. 


The centre, which is home to 73 
stores, currently only has two empty 
units and Mr Legg said plans are 
already in place for at least one of 
those to be filled early in the new 
year. 

He said: “There is a good demand 
for the units we have got and for 
space in the malls. 

“In this day and age the tenants 
coming in will look at what the foot¬ 
fall is. 

“They want to come into a vi¬ 
brant, happening centre which Wes¬ 
ton Favell is fast becoming and has 
been for the last year.” 

JD Sports recently closed when its 
lease came to an end but Andrew’s 
Fish Bar will open in another part 
of the mall in three weeks’ time. 

Mr Legg, who has been at the 
centre for six years, said: “We have 
turned a corner. We have shown 
an increase in footfall and tenants 
wanting to come here. The centre 
has become a success even through 
the recession.”

Welcome for 
cash to tackle 
A5 pollution 


A GOVERNMENT grant 
of £20,000 given to 
South Northampton¬ 
shire Council will be 
used to tackle air pollu¬ 
tion in Towcester town 
centre by improving 
traffic flow and parking. 

In 2005 the A5 through the 
town was declared an Air 
Quality Management Area 
because of high levels of ni¬ 
trogen dioxide from car and 
lorry exhaust fumes. 

It has been announced the 


AQMA in Towcester would 
become one of the beneficiar¬ 
ies of a £2 million pot of cash 
being granted to 51 councils 
across England to help reduce 
nitrogen dioxide emissions, 
and thereby cut air pollution. 

Councillor Dermot Barn- 
bridge {Con, Silver stone), 
South Northamptonshire 
Council cabinet member for 
environment, said the money 
would be spent on a report and 
measures to improve parking 
arrangements and traffic flow 
in the centre of the town so as 


to reduce the number of cars 
and remove hold-ups. 

He said: “As a district coun¬ 
cil we have responsibility 
for monitoring and trying to 
control air pollution where 
we can, and since about 2005 
there has been an issue, par¬ 
ticularly in regard to nitrogen 
oxide levels, which exceed the 
national objective. 

“The problem is fairly obvi¬ 
ous - traffic going along the 
A5 - but that’s being exacer¬ 
bated by vehicles parking, or 
trying to park, predominantly 


in the market square area of 
Towcester.” 

Councillor Bambridge said 
the project, which would cost 
£50,000 in total, would have 
to be funded in the main by 
the Highways Agency, which 


manages the road, and that a 
meeting would take place on 
Monday to discuss the next 
move. 

He said a period of consul¬ 
tation would take place with 
the town council and local 
businesses before any further 
action took place, adding: “Ni¬ 
trogen oxide is a serious issue 
for the health of people liv¬ 
ing and working in Towcester 
town centre, who are breath-

Timely find of a 1921 
poppy in scrapbook 

A NORTHAMPTON resi¬ 
dent has made a timely 
find of a Remembrance 
poppy dating back 90 
years. 

Ross Millwood, aged 57, of 
Wantage Road, Abington, found 
the cloth flower when he was 
sorting through his father’s 
former possessions. 

His father Frank Millwood 
died, aged 62, in 1988 but Mr 
Millwood only recently looked 
through his belongings after his 
mother was moved into a home. 

He said: “It’s a timely find as 
it’s just before Remembrance 
Day. 

“I didn’t know my father had 
this but I have no reason to 
doubt that it was his or the pop¬ 
py’s authenticity. 

“I found it inserted in an old 
scrapbook and the poppy shows 
the date of 1921 which fits with 
other items in the book, which 
date between 1920 and 1945.” 

The poppy displays the date 
of 1921 and has a tag attached 
to it which reads, ‘Made by the 
women and children in the dev¬ 
astated areas of France.’ 

Mr Millwood, who’s father 
served in the Royal Navy, said: 

“It’s something my dad obvious¬ 
ly kept but I will probably never 
know where it came from.” 

County chairman of the 
Northampton branch of the 
Royal British Legion, Bill Rose, 
said the find tied in nicely with 
the legion’s 90th anniversary, 
which they are celebrating this 
year. 

He said: “It’s a nice find espe¬ 
cially as 1921 was the year that 
the legion was formed. It is our 
90th anniversary this year. 

“It’s coincidental that it was 
found this year and also so close 
to Remembrance Day” 

He added: “I am sure mem¬ 
bers of the legion would want 
to see it and it is something that 
should be kept. 

“It would be interesting to find 
out if anyone knows any more 
about its origins or history.”

BASED on the revered novel by 
LP Hartley, set in summer 1900 
Norfolk, a firm fixture in the 
English literature canon, the 
Go-Between musical already 
had a cultural colossus against 
which to measure itself. 

Notwithstanding an almost 
equally lauded 1970 Harold Pin¬ 
ter film, all cricket whites and 
English stately homes, it makes 
you wonder why on earth any¬ 
one thought there was room for 
yet another adaptation. 

Yet David Wood and Richard 
Taylor smash this one over the 
heads of the bowler and fielders 
and far, far over the pavilion for 
one of the biggest musical sixes 
this reviewer has had the pleas¬ 
ure of seeing. 

Following a legendary novel, 
the reading of which means 
snorting up nostalgia through 
the nostrils like sepia-tinged 
narcotics, you have to create 
some ambience. 

On Thursday night nostalgic 
atmosphere was rising off every 
surface on the Royal stage like 
steam off a Norfolk dray horse. 

By turns eerie and euphoric, 
the actors almost sang the trag¬ 
ic and romantic tale straight 
into the souls of the audience, 
engendering the wistfulness 
and sadness of distant memory. 

Middle-aged Leo Colston 
stumbles across a diary which 
prompts him to reluctantly re¬ 
visit buried recollections of 
the summer spent at a school 
friend’s stately country home, 
where he is transformed from

i 


outsider to hero and back 
again. 

Leo is the unknowing, then 
unwilling go-between (or ‘post¬ 
man’) forced out of boyish loy¬ 
alty to carry illicit love notes 
between simple farmer Ted and 
Leo’s friend’s engaged sister, 
with whom he is also besotted. 

This is a study of guilt and 
the agony and ecstasy of human 
memory. Older Leo is implored 
to trawl through painful memo¬ 
ries by the ghostly figures of 
the Norfolk household. 

The union between the 
past and present is seamless 
throughout. 

Guy Amos (as the young Just 
William-esque Leo) soared like 
the Butterfly of one of the most 
moving numbers in a score that 
rarely budged from poignant. 

Both old and young Leos mim¬ 
ic each other in spell-binding 


movement like shadows joined 
through time, and intertwine in 
harmonies that add dimensions 
to the lyrics. 

James Staddon, as middle- 
aged Leo, observed his 12-year- 
old younger self with astonish¬ 
ing range of expression. I didn’t 
realise there were more than a 
dozen subtly different ways to 
look wistful but Staddon, also 
a fine singer, apparently has all 
of them in his armoury. 

Indeed it is advisable to look 
to him to interpret the scene; 
you will always think again 
about what is going on. 

Not only have Wood, Taylor, 
and all the singers successfully 
interpreted the message of The 
Go-Between, they may even have 
managed to add to its legend. 

One suspects Leslie Poles 
Hartley would have approved.

ROADTEST: Range Rover Evoque SD4 Pure

A FEW cars - very few - look so 

captivating that queues of buyers 
form the moment the first grainy 
spy pictures are published in the motor¬ 
ing mags. 

It happened with the new(ish) and 
(not so mini) Mini and, in another 
price universe, many new Ferraris are 
bought before anyone’s seen them in 
the metal. 

Well, here’s another. The new Range 
Rover Evoque has hardly hit the 
road, yet 10,000 
Brits (and 
30,000 
fans 



worldwide) have ordered a car and 
you’ll have to wait six months to stop 
the Evoque itch if you ask for one now. 

It’s always struck me as daft to put 
down a deposit for a car before you’ve 
tried it; you might find the seat gives 
you instant backache, or you can’t 
stand the ride. But thousands have 
taken the new baby Rangie on trust 
- and the evidence of those early snaps. 

To anyone who has done just that, 
there’s good news: you can breath 
a sigh of relief. You’re going 
to love your new Evoque and 
you’ll need something badly 
wrong with your posture 
not find a comfy driving 
position. 

And even with the 
great big alloy wheels 
that make it look 
so... achingly of the 
moment, you may 
be surprised at the 
supple way it tackles 
the bumpy road home 
from the local Land 
Rover dealer. 

Priced from a rea¬ 


sonable sounding £27,995, the Evoque 
comes in two distinct styles. The more 
practical one, with four passenger 
doors and more room in the rear is the 
cheaper choice, while the Coupe sheds 
a couple of doors and costs £995 more, 
but looks every inch the catwalk queen. 

Striking enough to cause every teenage 
schoolboy just turned out of school on 
a Scottish lunchtime during the press 
launch drive to nudge his mate and point. 
I’m sure they approved (the girls simply 
didn’t notice). 

That temptingly modest entry price 
is likely to remain more a showroom 
come-on than realistic final bill, even if 
the Pure version it buys actually comes 
pretty well equipped. 

Standard fare includes the unexpect¬ 
ed luxury of leather trim, while 18 inch 
alloys, heated front seats, 11 speaker 
sound system with DAB radio and rear 
parking peepers feature too. 

There’s a big price leap to the Pres¬ 
tige level (more than £7,600) which adds 
bigger alloys, sat nav, better leather, 
xenon lights, metallic paint and a 
reversing camera, along with a host of 
styling tweaks. 


For the same price there’s a Dy¬ 
namic version which brings still bigger 
wheels, along with adaptive damping 
which lets you firm the suspension 
while it does clever things with the 
shock absorbers. 

The baseline Evoque has only two- 
wheel drive, but that may not matter 
much to a potential buyer; all the rest 
have all-wheel traction good enough to 
cope with more than an owner will ever 
ask. 

Engines include a petrol unit but one 
of the two diesels will take most of the 
sales. Gears are either DIY or a smooth 
auto box, with only a minority of buy¬ 
ers opting for a clutch and gearlever. 

The higher powered diesel pulls the 
Evoque along convincingly but the big 
surprise was the ride; good on good 
roads (some cars aren’t) but brilliant on 
the pockmarked surfaces that make up 
so much of Britain’s transport infra¬ 
structure these days. 

Add in a lack of rock and roll from 
a relatively tall vehicle and an interior 
so smart it almost out-Audis Audi and 
there’s more than surface attraction to 
this most welcome of newcomers.

With all their World Cup stars back in 
the fold, Saints have moved back up the 
Premiership to sixth after a bad start to 
the season. 


But after disposing of Wasps 24-13 on 
Sunday, Mallinder declared Saints will 
have to up their game to have a chance 
against Celtic League champions Mun¬ 
ster. 

Mallinder said: “The front row is play¬ 
ing well, we have some good players now. 

“It is pleasing for me because they are 
playing well and the players on the bench 
are playing well. 

“You just look out wide and look at the 
people ready to come in who are not play¬ 
ing and at the centre there are people like 
James Downey, George Pisi and then look 
at the fly-halves, and the back row. 

“Tom Wood was on the bench at Wasps 
and it is the same in the second row and 
front row. 


“It is a squad effort and we are play¬ 
ing well, but we need to get better for the 
threat of Munster next week. 

“We are moving in the right direction 
and we have gained a little bit of momen¬ 
tum. We have won the last five games and 
now we can put that on the back burner 
and concentrate on Europe for the next 
two weeks.” 

Mallinder admits he now has a squad 
at his disposal where he can rest and ro¬ 
tate players without fear of any drop off 
in performance. 

Mallinder said: “It is good that some¬ 
times you don’t have to play your strong¬ 
est 15 in a way. You can move players 
around a little bit and have confidence in 
all those players to do the job.” 


Light at 
end of 
the tun¬ 
nel 

COBBLERS: AS disappoint¬ 
ing as Saturday’s defeat at 
Gillingham was, Northamp¬ 
ton Town boss Gary Johnson 
insists he was able to see ‘the 
light at the end of the tunnel’ 
during the game. 

The nature of the defeat 
- and in particular the 
injury-time winning goal for 
the Gills - are likely to be 
the main thing most people 
remember about the contest. 

But amid all the drama 
was actually a pretty good 
attacking performance by 
Town, and one that Johnson 
hopes will not only give them 
something to build on, but 
also help bring new players 
to the club. 

“We’ve seen a little bit of 
light at the end of a very 
long tunnel,” he said. 

“But I do know that we 
can improve and that we can 
entice the next standard of 
player at the right time. 

“If we can get a pattern 
and a shape and play a bit 
of football then the better 
standard of player we will be 
able to bring in.” 

As far as loan players are 
concerned, Johnson would 
do well to follow the template 
of Saido Berahino when he 
looks for fresh blood. 

The on-loan West Brom¬ 
wich Albion striker lit up the 
game at Priestfield at times 
and scored two excellent 
goals. But Johnson believes 
his inexperience showed on 
one or two occasions. 

“He’s a top finisher but he 
showed his lack of experi¬ 
ence a couple of times in the 
game on Saturday,” he said. 

“At one point he could 
have put Jake Robinson in 
or gone himself and he just 
rushed it and clipped the 
heel of the defender. 

“He’s still learning but he 
is a top-quality player and 
since we’ve had him he has 
given us a bit more potency 
and will get some more goals 
for us.” 

Town travel to Luton Town 
in the first round of the FA 
Cup on Saturday (ko 3pm).

Munster's failures 
can be inspiration 


DYLAN HARTLEY says Saints 
can use Munster as inspira¬ 
tion to come back from the 
pain of their Heineken Cup fi¬ 
nal defeat. 

Northampton spectacularly blew a 
22-6 half-time lead at the Millennium 
Stadium in May, as a Jonny Sexton-in¬ 
spired Leinster recovered to claim Eu¬ 
ropean rugby’s most prestigious prize. 

Exhaustion from a long season 
and a thin squad got to Saints, but 
Hartley feels this weekend’s opening 
Heineken Cup opponents Munster 
are a great example of how to learn 
from such disappointments. 

Munster lost their first two finals be¬ 
fore coming back to win the trophy in 
2006 and 2008 - and Hartley feels Saints 
can do the same. 


The skipper said: “We threw away 
the Heineken Cup and that hurts. Af¬ 
terwards there was this feeling of ex¬ 
haustion and disappointment. 

“But look at Munster. They lost two 
finals before they won one. We’re a 
young squad and have our best years 
ahead of us.” 

Saints go to Thomond Park look¬ 
ing to inflict a rare home defeat on 
Munster after losing there twice two 
seasons ago. 

But Hartley feels this Saints squad 
is better equipped to deal with the 
fight on two fronts thanks to summer 
signings like Tom May, Paul Doran- 
Jones, Ryan Lamb and George Pisi, 
plus the emergence of young hooker 
Mike Haywood. 

“Our run to the final last year was 
great and was difficult,” said Hartley. 


“But you have to play for 80 minutes 
and we didn’t do that. 

“We were tired because we’d had 
the (Premiership) semi-final against 
Leicester the week before, but we 
were still well in front and we threw 
that away. This season we haven’t lost 
anyone, instead we’ve added more 
depth which is probably what we 
needed on last year. 

“We were fighting on all fronts, 
playing Premiership games to qualify 
for the top four alongside a Heineken 
Cup run. 

“It’s mentally tiring getting your¬ 
self up for games every weekend at 
that stage of the competition. If you 
find you’ve got competition for plac¬ 
es, you can swap people in and out 
and that’s good for the club.”

Cobblers 
waiting 
on Niven 
injury 

THE Cobblers will continue to moni¬ 
tor Derek Niven’s injury through the 
week but have confirmed the mid¬ 
fielder has not damaged ankle liga¬ 
ments. 

Niven limped out of Saturday’s 4-3 
defeat at Gillingham with what was 
initially believed to be an ankle in¬ 
jury but has since been diagnosed as 
a shin problem. 

Town have not yet requested per¬ 
mission from the Scotsman’s parent 
club Chesterfield to field the player 
in the FA Cup tie at Luton Town this 
weekend, and will not do so until his 
fitness has been established. 

That might be later in the week, 
with manager Gary Johnson con¬ 
firming no decision has been made 
at this stage over a player who has 
made a big impression since arriving 
at the club a fortnight ago. 

“We are letting Derek’s injury set¬ 
tle down,” confirmed the Cobblers 
boss, who has lost Nana to a long¬ 
term knee injury and is likely to be 
without Byron Webster and Arron 
Davies for the weekend game. 

“His ankle is fine, but he has suf¬ 
fered an injury to the lower part of 
his shin. 

“We will take a look at his fitness 
later this week, but no decision has 
been made on him at this stage. 

“We don’t really want to be losing 
him because he was one of our better 
players on Saturday and we’ve been 
pleased with him since he came in.” 

Loanees Sam Walker and Kelvin 
Langmead have both been given the 
green light to feature at Kenilworth 
Road, which means there should be 
minimal disruption to the manager’s 
team selection. 

West Bromwich Albion have also 
agreed to allow Saido Berahino to 
turn out in the FA Cup, a decision 
that was made following a lengthy 
consultation with the striker about 
his time at Sixfields so far. 

Berahino has scored three goals 
in four appearances for Town and 
starred at Gillingham at the week¬ 
end, making his inclusion for the 
Cup tie a major plus. 

“The deal has only just been ex¬ 
tended but he’s enjoying his football 
here and he had a meeting with the 
West Brom people, which is why they 
were happy to extend it,” said John¬ 
son. 

“He enjoys what we’re trying to 
achieve and we got similar feedback 
from Chelsea on Sam Walker so that’s 
good because it means they trust us 
and maybe we can go to those clubs 
again in the future.”
